CONTENTION OF COMPANIES.

It Is Maintained by the Seranton
and Pittston {Traction Company
That They HMave the MRight to
Take Cnrs but Not Passengers Over
the Trucks of the Delnware and
Hodson Company nat Wyoming
Strenty, Moosie.

There was a hearing before Judge
Gunster yestearday morning in the case
of the Delaware and Hudson Canal
company ageinst the Scranton and
Pittston Traction company with rofers
onee to the grade crossing at Moosle,
Arguments on the part of the Chanal
company were made by ex-Judge W, H.
Jessup and ex-Clty Solloltor Jumes H,
Torrey. Ex-Attorney Genernl M, W,
Palmer, ex-Licutenant Governor L. A.
Watres, and ex-Congresaman Lemuel
Amerman appeared for the Traction
company.

Two questionn were argued, the right
of the Delaware and Hudson compatiy
to withdraw a petition presented to
court mevern] weiéks ago and the right
of the Tmctlon eompany to keep the
crossing al Wyoming street in the posi-
tion that it was prior to the decision of
the supreme court.

That Aecislon forbade the Traction
company (o carry passengers over the
crossing. They stopped doing so but
continued to run  thelr disabled ecars

Land their wreck car over the erossing,

clalming they had a right to do g0, The
Delaware and Hudson company pre-
sented a petition to the court request-
ing that the Traction company Lie com-
pelled to take out thelr corossing at
Wyoming street and the matter was set
down for an argument on July 2. On
that day the Delaware and Hudson
company's workrmen took the crossing
out by force.

WANTED TO WITHDRAW IT.

A fow daye later they asked permis-
Elon to withdraw their petition and ob-
Jeetion was entered by the attorneys of
the Traction company on the ground
that the matter having been referred to
court, the right to keep the crossing
there must be determined by eourt and
the Delaware and Hudson company
conld not determine the matter for It-
self and take out the track without per-
mission,

In their arguments the attorneva for
the Delaware and Hudson company
eald that sinee the supreme court
granted an injunction to prevent the
carrying of passengers that
carvled with It the right to take up the
tracks

O the part of the Traction company
it wns maintained that the injunction
simply prevented the carrying of pus-
sengers which they are not now doing.
They had a right to keep the erossing in
plnee Lo enable them to get thelr dls-
abled cars to the shops In this elty and
to get thelr wreek cars to wrecks that
may oeccur south of that crossing. It
wis held that the company had the
same right to use the public highway
that any one has 10 drive a vehlcle of
any kind over it,

CONSENT ORTAINED,

Bince the declzion of the supreme
court was handed down they had ob-
tained the consent of the supervisors of
Lacknwanna township to use the eross-
Ing and allow thetr track to remaln on

the high'way for the purposes set forth. |

Since the crosving wag taken out they
had been compelled to haul their cars

BIG YOICES IN CONGRESS,
Some Groat Statesmen Who Also lind
Great Yooul PFowers,

From the Washngton Post

There 1s always somoe one member
of the house who possesses a voloe far
superior In depth and volume to that
of any of the other members, which
In ltself serves to glve the member
possessing It a certaln reputation. In
the present house thin volee 18 possess-
ed by Marriott Brosius, of the Tenth
Pennsylvania distriet. Mr. Brosius has
n faculty of talking so loud at times
that the people in the galleries can-
not distinguilsh what he says. An-
other Pennsylvanian who possessed a
similar powerful volee was the late W,
D. Kelley, commonly known as “Plg
Iron” Kelley., In his day he held the
volce record agalnst all comers until
Charles H, Van Wyeck, of New York,
who was afterward a senator from Ne-
braska, appeared on the scene, Hie
volee was even greater than that of Mr
Kelley, Back In the old days the
greatest volee known to congross was
that of the late Willlam Allen, of
Ohlo, whose statue now stands In Stat-
unry Hall at the capltol, It s told of
Mr. Allen when he was In the house
before the days of rallroads that one
of his colleagues left for his home
in Ohlo. The day after he was gone
Allen was lamenting the fact that he
had taken his departure so soon, as
he wanted to consult him about some
measure which had come up suddenly.
“That needn't trouble you, Allen,” sald
a fellow member “"He has not got
facross the Alleghanies yet. Just go
out on the balcony and call him back.*

The greatest volee of which there 1s
any record or tradition about congress
was possessed by George G. Bymes, of
Colorado. Symes, who was a good
deal of a character, finally committed
#ulelde, He wae an Ohloian by birth,
but served In the Unlon army through
the war in & Wisconsin regiment, en-
tering as a private and coming out a
colonel. Most of his life after the war
was spent In the west In the Rocky
mountain region. From 1574 he made

his home In Denver, Colo, He was a
lawyer by profession and an orator
noted for his great volce. Compared
with It the bellow of *“the Bull of
BEasham" was a gentle murmur. It
was a4 deep, heavy bass, proceeding
seemingly from cavernous depths.

Asked one day about the reputation his
volee had given him, he replied:

“Well, T'Il tell you about it,"” and the
words rolled out of his deepest, heavi-
est bass. “"You see 1 wus out cam-
paigning. 1 was addressing & Repub-
liean audlence at Slivarton., Over at
Oroville, twenty miles' distant, the
Democrats were holding & meeting,
Along about § o'clock there came up one
of the nwful storms which occur In
that mountain country. The wind
howled like a milllon “devils. It was
especially bad at Oroville. The people
showed signs of alarm, and acted as if
they wanted to break up the meet-
Ing and leave the ha!l. The chairman,
becoming Anixous, arose to reassure
them. ‘Ladles and gentlemen,” he sald,
‘do not be alarmed. There Is a Re-
publican meeting over at Silverton,
and George Symes Iz addressing it.
He has Just come to that portlon of his
speech where he denounces the Mills
tarift bill, and the nolse you hear is the
